It must take, on 
the average, a month to secure proof 
of age, medical certificate and pro¬ 
bate certificate, particularly in the 
sign field and outlying points of 
Empire when death claims some¬ 
times take several months to reach 
the company’s offices. Every one in 
the insurance world knows that the 
Sun Life has the reputation of being 
particularly efficient in its service to 
policyholders. 

The only other item we need refer 
to is another article in the same is¬ 
sue entitled “Sun Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany has become insolvent through 
its speculative investments.”

The first 
recorded drought in this district oc¬ 
curred in the years 1637 to 1640. 
There was a flood in 1647 after which 
came a series of severe droughts in¬ 
terrupted by occasional floods which 
lasted until the close of the eighteenth 
century. The records thus indicate 
a wet period centred about 1600 fol¬ 
lowed by a dry period during the 
eighteenth century exactly parallel to 
the records from the United States 
and Europe. 

In his last book on “Climate 
Through the Ages” Mr. C. E. P. 
Brook states at page thirteen:— 

"I have been fortunate in being 
able to make use of a number of 
detailed and entirely independent 
records for different parts of the 
world, such as the Annual Rings of 
the big trees of America, the Lit¬ 
erary and historic records of Europe 
and China, the Levels of the Cas¬ 
pian, the Racial Movements of Asia, 
and the Floods and low water 
stages of the Nile, and these have 
shown so good an agreement with 
each other and with such records 
of solar activity as we possess, 
that I cannot but feel that the cli¬ 
matic fluctuations portrayed are

Ultimately these forests gave place to 
steppe conditions. In many places in 
Persia and Central Asia, where desert 
conditions now prevail, there are 
traces of ruined cities, tilled fields, 
terraces and irrigation works, show¬ 
ing that the land once supported a 
large population. History tells us 
that at one time in northern Africa, 
an army could march for days 
through the forest. Great cities of 
antiquity once flourished in North 
Africa, among these Palmyra, a com¬ 
plete city of great dimensions with 
great aqueducts. Today they are 
covered with the sand of the Syrian 
desert and the sands of the Sahara. 
There is evidence that at one time the 
prairie regions of Southern Saskatch¬ 
ewan and Alberta were covered with 
trees. There are indications from the 
blowing of the sand this year in the 
dried out areas of Saskatchewan that 
drastic measures must be taken at 
once to save the situation in this dis¬ 
trict. 

At the time of the last drought in

Goes Back to Jail. 

All pretences of big business woe¬ 
fully absent, and without casting a 
glance of friendly recognition to those 
with whom he associated during his 
month’s stay as a guest at the Grand 
Union Hotel, William Rogers, age 
about 40 years, of no fixed abode, pre¬ 
sented a sorry figure as he pleaded 
guilty before Magistrate Gresham in 
court house at Blairmore on Wed- 
day afternoon, Jan fc 14, on a charge 
of obtaining hoard and lodging under 
false pretences. 

was released from Lethbridge 
on Dec. 5, and given a ticket to 
Coleman. Arriving on Dec. 8, he re¬ 
gistered at the Grand Union, stating 
he had been recommended to stay 
there by Mr. Fay, manager of the 
Greyhound bus line, of Calgary. 

He endeavored to secure printed 
forms and stationery next day at The 
Journal office, but on being asked to 
furnish a cash deposit, did not return 
for any further business. This did not 
deter him from masquerading as a 
man connected with big business, and 
from the hotel he carried oil corres¬ 
pondence as “Electrical Surveys,” and 
created a favorable impression among 
the hotel people and with aifew about 

On Jan. 2 he hired Barringhani's 
taxi to drive himself and his "staff" 
to Lethbridge, and registering the 
party at the Marquis, telephoned early 
Sunday morning for a lawyer. Later 
that morning he went to the lawyer’s 
office, with his secretary, and papers 
were typed out*for the transfer of land 
owned by a well-known husinet 
here, for which it is reported the price 
was to be quite a large sum, of which! 
his local confidential agent w 
ceive 10 per cent as commission. On 
the strength of this he had previously 
borrowed money from his agent, also 


a cash box in which to keep the “docu¬ 
ments.” This box was deposited with 
due impressiveness in the vault of the 
Marquis hotel. 

A return trip to Coleman followed 
during Sunday afternoon, Jan. 3, and 
after a few hours he again left by 
taxi with the lawyer and secretary. 
The taxi driver was sworn to secrecy 
so that no details of the “Big Deal” 
should leak out. Reaching the Mar- 
|uis late Sunday night, the party went 
o their respective rooms, on the un¬ 
derstanding that they were to meet 
next morning and the details would 
fie completed at the lawyer’s office. 

Instead of Mr. Rogers appearing, he 
kvas discovered to be “resting” at a 
irivate house somewhere ii^the out- 
-kirts of the city, where he had been 
Iriven late the previous evening, by a 
■ity taxi-driver, from whom he had 
fiorro-wed $20, giving as security a 
fiogus cheque, as alleged by the driver. 

Oliver Barringham, Coleman taxi- 
driver, swore out a warrant for his 
irrest, and Rogers was remanded at 
|Lethbridge*on a vagrancy charge. On 
lis appearance at Blairmore on Wed- 
lesday, it was revealed by the Alberta 
Irovincial police officers that he had 
erved sentences in jails in peniten- 
iaries in Alberta, British Columbia 
Bfid Saskatchewan, on similar chi 
[ges. H 

His personal effects consisted of the 
borrowed cash box, a leather brief 
case in which were many of the letters 
which he had dictated, but which had 
never been mailed, and two used 
shirts. The last glimpse of Rogers 
I was seen as he was led to the cells 
to await conveyance to jail, whilst 
the police were sealing up the fake 
letters and-docutnents in a large brown 
envelope to add to their archives and 
Rogers’ criminal record. 

And sir-ended a month of easy liv¬ 
ing, amid^leasant scenes and dreams 
of lug buwfless and wealth, on less 
thaijlfven a shoestring.
